W ashington, Nov. l'J.—Seldom bus the 
national capital w itnessed u m ore bril­ 
lian t mid distinguished assem blage thun 
th a t which gathered on the grand esplan­ 
ade of the arm y w ar college this a fte r­ 
noon and w itnessed thu unveiling of the 
bronze statu e of Frederick the G reat p res­ 
ented to lhe people of the United S tates 
by E inperor W illiam of G erm any. 
The 
cerem ony w as m arked by a g reat m ilitary 
an d official display. 
The statu e w as u n ­ 
veiled by Muroness Speck von Sternburg, 
w ife of the fierm an am bassador, and w as 
presented on behalf of the em pnror by his 
personal envoy. A m bassador Speck von 
S ternburg, in a brief address. H e said the 
sta tu e w as a token of the em peror's and 
G erm an people's sincere friendship for 
th e people of Am erica. 


President K oosevelt made the chief ad ­ 
d ress of the day in accepting the g ift on 
behalf of th e A m erican people. 


R em arks ■Were m ade by L ieutenant Gen­ 
eral Chaffee, 
M ajor

Gillespie, 
m aster of cerem onies; L ieutenant General 
von Low'enfeld, special com m issioner of 
th e em peror, anil C harlem agne Tow er, 
A m erican am bassador to G erm any. 


W hen Baroness Speck von Sternburg 
pulled the silken cords th at loosened ¿.he 
A m erican and G erm an ilags w hich cover- 
cd the sta tu e the M arine band stru ck , up 
the G erm an national 
anthem 
.am idst 
hearty cheers and applause of the m ulti­ 
tude which surrounded the pedestal. 
As 
President Roosevelt concluded Ills address 
the assem blage w ith uncovered heads re ­ 
m ained standing throughout the playing 
of “ A m erica” by th e M arine band. 


The em pcro’s g ift is a replica in bronze 
of the sta tu e which stands in his palacc 
a t Pottsdam . hTe sta tu e is of heroic aize, 
standing m ore than seven feet, and is 
m ounted on a pedestal of m asxiyo.granite. 
Frederick is standing erect, his rig h t hand 
resting on his m ilitary staff, and he looks 
sharply ahead. T he sculptor h as vividly 
portrayed the pow erful vigor which w’hs a 
strik in g ch aracteristic of rFederiek.
